A black studies degree is as marketable as any other liberal 
arts degree, according to Ashton Welch, associate professor of 
history at Creighton University. 

Welch was guest speaker at UNO’s celebration of the 20th 
anniversary of the black studics department Friday. Welch 
spoke about the history of black studies programs and the 
benefits of d olack studies degree. 

Welch said students with a black studies or other liberal arts 
degree can find jobs in arcas such as banking and medicine. 

“One of the best undergraduate medical schools is Johns 
Hopkins, When I was there, the administrator said, “We don’ 
wantscientists, Bring me your philosophy majors, your English 
majors.” I think you can also say, ‘Bring me your black studies 
majors,” Welch said. 

Executive trainee positions in banks also are avaitable for 
graduates with a liberal arts degree, including black studies, he 
added. 


Welch's speech was part of a month-long series of events 
focusing on black culture, said George Garrison, chainnan of 
UNO’s black studies department. 


Lincoln and Keamoy and told Vanevenhoven he and other 
agency directors would need to request travel funds from the 
Student Senate, The Senate provides moncy for these expenses 
from its contingency fund.

The formation of black studies programs came during the 
post-World War Hi civil rights movement, Welch said. 

“When we study the civil rights movement, we usually study 
in political terms — like the right to vote, the right to sit at the 
frontofthebus. Weshouldremembertheeducationalmovement 
as also a part of this,” he said, 

Welch said not all blacks were united for black studies 

-programs on college campuses. Some believed it would be 
counterproductive to the cause of school integration, while 
others emphasized the futility of a black studies degree. 

In time, black studies came to be an acceptable part of the 
academic landscape and paved the way for other programs, 
including those for women, Hispanics and Asian Americans, he 
said, 

The growth of black studies programs at the nation’s univer- 
sitics does not mean they are totally secure from financial 
cutbacks, Welch wamed.,

InthecarlymominghoursofahumidJulydayin 1983, Senior 
Airman DavidJ, Busshart, 24, bled todeath beside hiscarparked 
along a rural Nebraska farm field. Believing his girlfriend jilted 
himandthe U.S, AirForce was thwarting his attempts to transfer 
toadifferentcarcer ficld, Busshart wasobservedinadespondent 
mood, fondling his hunting rifle in the hours before his death. 

Normally a tectotaler, the fean, young Busshart also con- 
sumed more than a couple of beers before driving alone to a 
random spot down a quict road near his duty base, an Elkhom 
communications detachment, 

The Douglas County Sheriff's office said a farmer found 
Busshart withabulletthroughhishead. Evidencecollectedatthe 
scene included fctters Busshart addressed to his parents and 
girlfriend. 

Busshart was buried in his hometown of Depew, N.Y. 

Because suicide is the second feading cause of death for 
Nebraskans ages 18-24, Busshart’s case is not unique. 

“Four out of five of these deaths invoive mates,” said Mark 
Miller, heatth data coordinator for the Nebraska Department of 
Health. 

And the suicide rate for traditional college-age adults rose in 
the state from 23 such deaths in eachof the years 1988 and 1989, 
to 37 deaths in 1990, according to Miller. The primary cause of 
death for thisage group wasaccidents, with 69reported for 1990, 

Medical literature indicates that although females attempt 
suicide more often than mafes, men are more likely to dic 
because they choose more lethal methods, 

UNO Health Services assisted in the referral of several 
potential suicide cases within the last year, according to Nurse 
Supervisor Ruth Hanon. Butitis tie UNO Counseling Center in 
the Eppley Administration Building that offers the best on- 
campus help for troubled people. 

More than 1,700 hours of personal counseling were provided 
in 1991, according to Counselor and Instructor Marti Rosen- 
Atherton. 

“Fortunately, we haven't had many actual suicides as we've 
been able to get people help,” Rosen-Atherton said. 

‘Four full-time counselors and four graduate students from the 
educationcounscling field offerconfidential personal, academic 
and vocational counseling at the UNO Counseling Center. 
Services are free for UNO students, faculty and staff, 

Rosen-Atherton said suicide involves many issues, 

“There’snotasinglefactorthatcontibutes toit,buttheremay 
be a precipitating event,” she said. Typical factors related to 
suicidal behavior include anxiety over school work or a heavy 
academic or occupational program, concern over a love affair, 
and depression, according to Rosen-Atherton. “Iemay be some- 
one who is unable to cope with a given situation and hasa sense 
of hopelessness.” 

The late Busshart’s friend, Kathy Lundin Miller, said she 
remembers goodthingsabouthim, including hissenseofhumor. 

“What stands out most was his desire to make people smile, 
butlthinkhecouldn’tlctlifebe imperfect,” said Miller, aformer 
UNO student. 

Miller also lost her brother, Larry Lundin, tosuicide. Lundin 
wasa23-ycar-old college student when he shot himself todeath 
in his parents’ rural home near Wayne. While Miller recalls her 
parents receiving support from friends, the rest of the family 
received few cards and flowers. 

“Siblings don’s get the same recognition of the loss,” Miller 
said of her brother’s death, 

Even though she received a counseling degree from Wayne 
State College in 1982, Lundin’s mother, Helen, still recalls her 
difficulty in coping with the overwhelming grief she felt at the 
time her son died, 

“Igottheleasthelp from those I knew withthe most taining,” 
Mrs, Lundin said, “It was those who had been there who could 
understand, because it’s a whole different ball game when you 
have to go through it yourself.” 

Larry may have been depressed because he couldn’e find the 
right person to marry and was struggling to choose from many 
career options, speculates Mrs. Lundin. She recalls her son, a 
computer science major, experiencing mood swings. In a per- 
sonal journal found after his death, he had written, “Why am Iso 
sensitive — it hurts.” 

Mrs, Lundin said she and her late husband benefited from 
attending mectings of Compassionate Friends, a group for 
parents who arecoping with achild’s death. Nerdaughter talked

with a friend who is a counselor. 

“highly encourage anyone facing thisto see someone to talk 
to because grief affects so many areas of your life,” Milter said. 

Family and friends of those whohavecommitted suicide atso 
can receive help through another local support group. Survivors 
of Suicide meets once monthly at an Omaha church, said co- 
facilitator Fred Henninger. 

“We're a group of lay people who have been heavily im- 
pacted by suicide,” he said. 

For information about meetings, Henninger said people 
should call 558-4616, 

Buthow can suicide statistics like David Busshart and Larry 
Lundin be prevented? 

“It’simportant for friendsof potentially suicidal peoplenotto 
take suicide lightly,” Rosen-Atherton said. “Listen, avoid criti- 
cism and encourage the person to get professional help.” The 
UNO Counseling Center, located in Eppley 115,can bercached 
by calling 554-2409. 

The 24-hour telephone numbers of The Crisis Line, Inc. are 
341-9111 and 341-9112, The numbers are also printed on the 
inside front cover of U.S. West telephone directorics. UNO 
Criminal Justice Professor Gaylon Kuchel is executive director 
of the private, non-profit organization recognized by the United 
Way. 

Kuchel said about 30 voluntecrshave calls forwarded to their 
homes in four- tosix-hourshifis, The volunteersreceive eight to 
12hoursoftaining from Omahapsychologist StevenD, Shezrets. 
More than 1,300 calls per month are received by anonymous 
volunteers who use code names. 

“Our job is to listen, question and refer,” said “Deanne,” 
operations supervisor. 

“We need more volunteers,” Kuchel said. “The number of 
calls increased during and following Operation Desert Storm.” 

The Crisis Unitat Douglas County Hospital alsohelpspeople 
in personal crisis situations, 

“Wemosteltenseepcople withproblemsrelatedtodrugsand 
a dysfunctional fiving style,” said Dianne Affleck, R.N. 

“The thing to do with a potential suicide fs to ask if they are 
feeling like hurting themselves and if they have a plan for this,” 
Affleck said. Peoptc in crisis or their friends and family can call 
the County Crisis Line, 444-6400, or other hospital emergency 
rooms for help. 

Newsweek columnist Anne-Grace Scheinn once wrate about 
the tormenther mother’s suicidecaused others. “Suicidedocsn’t 
end pain,” Scheinn wrote. “Itonly laysiton the broken shoulders 
of those left bchind.”

Editor's Note: This article contains the opinion of 
the author. 

Ie has been nearly nine years since my boyfriend, 
David Busshart, chose to die by his own hand. I feel 
like I can talk about it now. 

In his last letter to me, apparently written just 
moments before he pulled the trigger and died, David 
toldmetothink ofgeod memories ofourtime together 
whenever I am lonely. The trouble is, David didn’t 
give us enough time to make much of a history to 
remember. He chose not to weather his last storm with 
me, 

Remembering David and what might have been is 
a painful fog these days. My life has conc on in 1,000 
ways in various directions. The only people who 
probably still feel more grief than I do are David's 
family. But my pain is different because I carry guilt 
knowing that David told me he was going to shoot 
himselfand I didn’t believe him. My advice tohim that 
final night was to go home and get some sleep. 

When David was happy, he was the guy everybody 
liked to be around, everybody’s buddy. But when 
David wasmeoody, he sort of disappeared. He stood me 
up once too often for a date, and I decided to have 
dinner with a neighbor on the night he died. 

I was tired the evening of July 18, 1983. Nebraska 
baked that week in stifling days of temperatures con- 
sistently over 100 degrees. Everybody fele drained by 

the suffocating humidity. 

In addition to working full-time, I was studying to 
becomeacertified Emergency Medical Technician. In 
fact, ourclasshad studied appropriate ways of dealing 
with pcople in personal crisis, I thought suicide might 
affect some abstract person I would encounter on the 
job, net threaten someone I atready knew and loved. 

David was waiting for me when I returned home. 
He told me he was upset and thought f didn’t care for 
him because I allowed somcone else to take me to a 
restaurant. He and I exchanged some words, and I 
recall the tires of hiscar screeching ashe swore out the 
window at me when he left my house, But we had 
argued before — we had a passion for both loving and 
fighting, 

Always before, things would blow over. But the 
next moming I learned that David and I would never 
share another hour together. Wecouldn’t take back the 
heated words, and I lost the opportunity to tell him 
what was truly important. 

In retrospect, of course, everything made sense. 
David gaveaway somcofhis favorite thingsthemonth 
before he died — his aquarium, souvenirs from over- 
seas, his camera. Little seemed to be going his way at 
work. He was also still adjusting to life back in the | 
States after serving a tour of military duty in South | 
Korea. “| 

Because I hadn’t sccognized the seriousness of 
David's problems, I accepted a lot of blame and anger 
from some family members and his best friend. Be- 
cause of this and the fact that David was buried in 
upstate New York, I didn’t get to go to his funeral. I 
alsocndured interrogation from some less-than-charm- 
ing Air Force special agents, as David was active duty 
military. 

I don’t know if I coufd have prevented David's 
death, but I will always regret that I didn’t know 
enough to try ornotify somcone who would have been 
able to help. 

{ didn’t know David stored his hunting riffe in the 
trunkofhiscar,andI didn’tknowhe hadbeendrinking 
the night he died. Perhaps the trouble was that I didn’t 


- seally know him well enough, even though we had 


talked of marriage. 
He was a compassionate person, and I recall how 
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one time he came to the aid of a critically injured waffic 
victim. David was the kind of guy who once insisted on 
mowing the fawn for my elderly and infirm grandmother. 
Thereiseven astory thatone winter David gaveaway hiscoat 
and gloves to a cold Korean child. 

Photography brought David and many people he took 
pictures of a fot of joy. 

.Healsohada hunting dog named Bobthat he used to dress 
up ina bright bandana. And I remember the happy times he 
surprised me with flowers and love fetters for no particular 
reason. 

But the way falways want toremember Davidisontheday 
when we went to a party at a cabin near the banks of the 
Elkhorn River. It was carly summer, and wesatas thetreciops 
sustied overhicad, cicadas chirped and the river glistened in 
the sunset. 

There was 2 group of us kidding him about his New York 
accent, and I remember David laughing and ribbing all of us, 
too. 
I want to semember David daydreaming about his future. 
And I want to remember the David that would have wanted 
metotell others notto choose todic teo young, before dreams 
can take root and blossom. 

David chose what he termed eternal steep, but the rest of 
us are still here wondering why he wanted to throw away his 
hand and quit in the middle of the game. 

David's emotional pain ended, but he can no longer share 
any of life’s joys with us, either. A day of misperceptions 
could have been rectified. 

I lost part of my future when David died. My feiend and 
former roommate, Kathy Lundin Miller, probably sums up 
my feelings best when she talks about her brother's suicide... 
“He owned part of us by his existence.”

Musicians may know about Les Paul guitars and a few of the 
other things he has created, but most people in this generation 
probably donorknowhowimportantLesPan) hasbeen tothomusic 
world, 

Toputitsimply, if Paul had nov been interested in clectronicsat 
an carly age, the history of modem music would be very different. 
Paulisthomanwhocamoupwithmulli-track recording, carly solid- 
body electric guitars, reverb pedals —thelistcould goon for pages. 

Thomanis very fondofall the gadgetshe has invented, but said 
hedocsn’tfeelthey’realwaysbeingusedright. “There’ssome that 
use "cm and some thar abuse *em,” Paul said in a phone inurview. 

At76,Pautisn’tsome oldman whoinvents things. Heisstillonc 
of the best and most influential guitarists around, He is known and 
loved by almost everyone in the music business, 

Itisnot unusual to sce a mix of popular musicians, such as Bob 
Dylan and Slash from Guns ‘N Roses, when Paul plays at Fat 
Tuosdays in New York City on Monday and Tuesday nights. 

“Jenjoy themasmuchasthey enjoy me,” Paul said. “think I'm 
arocker at heart, determined to stay young for as fong as I can.” 

Rock 'n’ rofl hadn't even been invented when Pau! began his 
musical career in camest in ie early ‘40s, He was looking fora 
femalesingerforahillbily show when heranintosinger Gene Autry 
outside the NBC snulics in Hollywood. Autry suggested a young 
girl named Collecn Summers, 

Summers did some shows with Paul, during which he nick- 
namedher Mary Lou, The twobegana romance thateventually led 
to marriage. Paul kept her first name and looked through the phone 
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book fora last name. He settled on Ford, 

Les Paul and Mary Ford were onc of the hottest recording acts 
from the late °40s to the mid-’60s, when they retired, Their carcer 
peakedin 1953 with thesong“VayaCon Dios.” Their biggesthitef 
all was “How High the Mcon,” which became the duo’s trademark 
song, “Tttook me one ycar toconvince Capitol Recarcds to release 
that song,” Paul recalled, 

In 1941, Paul builthis first solid-body electric guitar. He worked 
on it during weckends at te Epiphone factory in New York City. 
Called “The Log,” this first model was nothing more than a4 by 4 
board with an Epiphone guitar neck, Paul took his invention to 
Gibson Gultars in Chicago, but the company wasn't interested, 

It took the help of a friend to getclectric guitars off the ground, 
Leo Fender was interested in what Paul was doing and decided to 
buildhisown guitar. Paulhelpedhim withsuggestionsanddidsome 
trouble-shooting. The result was the famous Fender Telecaster. 
Gibson Guitars became interested in Paul’s original design. 

While electric guitars were the wave of the funure, Paul still had 
trouble convincing people in the music industry. 

“Thad a batile with the electric guitar, Tiie pusists would look 
down on it and the union wouldn’t recognize it as a different 
instrument,” he said. 

Paul wentonto popularize electric guitars and inventthings, like 
tremolo systems and synthesizers, years before they became prac- 
tical tools in music. He also invented the eight-track recorder and 
bogan mulli-tracking music before anyone else, 

Befoxe retiring, Paul and Ford had been doing radio and televi- 
sionshowsalong witharegular touring schedule for years. Paulsaid 
they should have paced themselves, but he doesn’t regret all those 
ycars of hard work, 
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“]’ve wiiliensomany songs Ican’trememberthemall,"hesaid, 

One thing he said he wishes he could have done was to have 
played with the late Simi Hendrix. The two crossed paths in 1962 
when Paul was working for a record company. He wentintoa bar 
eon his way home and saw a young black man playing a Les Pani 
Black Beauty left-handed, What he heard was impressive, i 

Paul wenthometocatand wentback totheclub later thatnight. 
‘The young guilarist was gone, 

“Tasked the bartender whathappencd to the guy thatwas playing 
carlicrand he saidtheykicked himout. Hesaid the guy wasplaying 
too loud and was too wild,” Paul said. 

Hecontinucd toscarch for the young guitarist, butcouldn’t find 
him. Paul’s manager heard a rumor the young man dicd in a fire 
staricd byacigarcite. Twoyearsiatcr, Paulsaw the youngmanagain 
onthecoverofthe firstJimi Hendrix album. The two became good 
friends, 


“Hendrix wouldcall over from Electric Ladyland every oncein 
a while and ask me how I got some of the sounds on my recards,” 
Paul remembered. 

Paul quitplaying guitarearly in 1965 whenhe began working for 
record companics. He didn’t play again until 1980, after he had 
quintuple bypass heart surgery. The doctor suggested he goback to 
work. 


Currently, Pau! is building a recording studio in his New Jerscy 
home and working on a new guitar, 

“Tmworkingonthe finest guitaranyonchasiaidtheirhandsen,” 
Paul proclaimed, though he isn’t Ictting out any secrets, 

He also has finished work on a four-CD box set thateovers his 
career with Ford, Even though the music ismore than 40 ycarsold, 
it sounds as crisp as ever, As for Paul, he’s working justas hard as 
ever, but doesn’t sce himself as a legend. 

“T'voleft’emsomotoystoplay withand they’ rohavin’ funwith 

‘em,” he said happily.

Against North Dakota the Mavs silenced a 
crowd of 3,784 at Hyslop Sports Center with 
53.8 percent shooting and a 26-point, 10-re- 
bound performance from Phil “Hoss” 
Cartwright, In comparison, the Mavs shotonly 
358 percent last weck against Momingside, 

“We shot the ball well this weck. Shooting 
has been ourbiggestnemesis, Wehad misseda 
lot of casy shots,” Hanson said, 

Tho Mavs hada tough time withthe Siouxin 
the first half, as Marcus Coty hie four three- 
point baskets, The Mavs, however, wereahcad 
39-30 at intermission.

“There is a slate statute in Nevada that says you have only 
threo days to take back a resignation,” said Joc Hawk, UNLV 
sports information dircctor. “Maxsonistheonly person whocan 
legally allow (Tarkanian) to rescind his resignation, Ho has no 
plans to do that.” 

Tarkanian’s allorncys claim, however, a binding agreement 
between Tarkanian and Maxson said neither side would “bad-
